1. SUMMARY. MAKARIOS' DEPARTURE REMARKS COVER FAMILIAR 
GROUND: LONG STRUGGLE, CONTINUATION OF VIENNA TALKS WITH 
MINISCULE HOPE OF SUCCESS, SANCTIONS AGAINST TURKEY, AP- 
PRECIATION OF USSR POSITION. LOCAL GREEK PAPERS AGREE 
WITH HIS NEGATIVE ASSESSMENT OF VIENNA II. PUBLIC MOOD 
SHOWS NO GREAT EXPECTATIONS FROM TRIP TO ARAB LANDS.

CESS VERY LIMITED." HE REPEATED JUNE 13 CHARGE

PRESENT AT LEAST", DUE TO " REACTION FROM
